There lies the secret of the small 
town’s enjoyment of a big murder trial. 
It is food for-the imagination. It fur- 
nishes illusionment, and what is hap- 
pier than a day dream, whether based 
on fact, fiction or otherwise‘ 

There never lived a man in a small 
town who did not love the city the 
mad, hustling roar of the big town. 
And the rule works both ways, only 
the city man pines more longingly for 
the village. 

Anything pertaining to a city is de- 
lectable to the mind of the small town. 
In reading the day’s news, he specu- 
lates, for the resident of the small 
town has time for speculation. He 
wonders at this and he wonders at that. 
He draws a mental picture cf whatever 
it might be, that suits his own mind, 
and if his own mind is incapable of 
drawing this picture, he accepts the 
picture drawn by the more efficient 
mind of the other fellow.

Erie, Pa., August 16.—Ten men were 
arrested today im connection with the 
serious rioting here last night in which 
three were shot. None of the injured 
is seriously hurt. George Hall and 
Kenneth Lapsley, detectives, and Alex- 
ander Orewski/ a_ strike-breaker, are 
held on charges of shooting with in- 
tent to kill. 

The rioting was the first serious de- 
velopment of the molders’ strike, which 
has been in effect ten months, and 
which involves 1,500 men. 

No outward signs were visible to- 
day of the trouble, but an undercurrent 
of unrest prevailed to such an extent 
that the advisability of calling the 
state constabulary was under consider- 
ation.

during the next ten months the surplus 
will probably be a million dollars. 

The income of next year cannot be 
estimated definitely, because no one 
can tell how much the tax equalization 
and the inheritance tax laws will 
yield. But, if administered well, 
though mildly, the two should bring 
in an additional half million next year. 

Other sources of revenue @ither add- 
ed or strengthened will, on the basis 
of previous returns, bring in between 
two and three hundred thousand dol- 
lars of extra money. The corporation 
occupation tax has been doubled, on 
the recommendation of the governor, 
and it alone will increase the revenus 
from fifty to one hundred thousand 
dollars. 

Unqestionably the state’s fiscal sys- 
tem has been put on a sound business 
basis, though it will take a year or 
two to recover entirely from the. lapses 
of the last several years. 

The success of the administration 
measiires is proven by the ease by 
which the governor borrowed nearly 
¢ half million dollars a few days ago. 


Registration Difficulties Removed. 


OLjections to existing registration 
laws have been in the main removed 
by Governor Slaton’s permanent regis- 
tration act, which will be signed ina 
few days.

Bills That Were Not Passed. 

Several measures viewed as admin- 
istration bills did not get through, 
because of the lack of time, but in 
each case they can be attended to 
next year without loss or harm to the 
State. 

The McGregor military bill, which 
had the approval of the administra- 
tion, passed the senate, and is ready 
for passage in the house at the nex* 
session. 

It removes the objections to the 
present military law by repealing the 
provision requiring the governor t° 
declare a state of insurrection in any 
community where he sends troops. 

The principal objection to the pres- 
ent law is that it gives too much and 
a too arbitrary power to the governor 
and the military when troops are or- 
dered out. Under it civil government 
may be suspended in any community 
to which troops are sent. The bili in- 
troduced by Senator C. E. Mcs#regor 
removed this feature. It had thé ap- 
proval of the military department and 
the governor and would have been 
enacted into law bunt for lack of time. 

Another bill urged by the admin- 
istration which will be in order next 
year is the one creating an auditor's 
department. Lack of time prevented 
its passage this year. 

It will also be up to the next legis- 
lature to take steps Jooking to the re- 
leasing of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad when the present lease ex- 
pires tn 1919. There is no doubt but 
what the legislature will co-operate 
with the administration in solving the 
problem. 


Slaton Adds to His Populartty. 

The splendid results of the recent 
session have added much to Governor 
Slaton’s popularity. He has always 
been exceedingly popular in the per- 
sonal sense The only criticism ever 
made of him was that he esteemed 
personal popularity too much and 
would rather please than accomplish. 


Having gotten all of his administre- 
tion program needing immediate at- 
tention through the assembly, he has 
established a reputation for a man of 
action. No session of the last dozen 
years has done such constructive 
work. All students of the state gov- 
ernment have long admitted that the 
rehabilitation of the state’s finances 
was the greatest of the state’s politt- 
cal problems. With a big bond issue 
pending it was absolutely necessary 
that something be done immediately. 
It tg to Governor Sliaton’s credit that 
it was done.

“Gunboat” Smith, he of the sleep- 
producing punch, by virtue of his im- 
pressive victory over Jim Flynn, the 
“white-hope destrgyer,” inserted an 
additional feather in his pugilistie cap, 
and, in the opinion of many good 
judges, demonstrated, beyond all ques- 
tion and cavil, that he is the king pin 
of the pale-face branch of the heavy- 
weight division. If any doubt existed 
as to the “Gunboat's” standing, it was 
dissipated in last week’g battle with 
the Pueblo fighter. 

In commenting on the possible out- 
come of this match recently, I refer- 
red to the many advantages, physical 
@nd otherwise, Smith could boost over 
his veteran rival, and predicted the 
“Gunboat’ would surely defeat Flynn 
and that a knockout within the limit 
would not surprise in the least. 
The dope on recent performances of 
the men made Smith look an over- 
whelming favorite, but, in spite of this, 
the members of the so-called “talent” 
were down, hook, line and sinker on 
Colorado James. 


“Gunboat”™ Improved. 


I watched both men closely from a 

position of vantage, and was agreea- 
bly surprised at the improvement 
Smith displayed over other battles in 
which he had engaged in this neigh- 
borhood. lHHe used better judgment 
than I thought was in him. 
Instead of wasting a vast amount of 
energy in useless wild swinging, Smith 
Varied his style to suit the demands 
made upon him by the rushing tactics 
of his opponent, ang pulled a lot of 
stuff that he never attempted before. 
Someone has evidently had the “Gun- 
boat” in hand of late and taught the 
lanky fighter a few newtricks about 
the game, and with good results to 
judge from the manner in which he 
Outmaneuvered Flynn throughout the 
contest. 

Smith has considerable to learn, 
however, before he can reasonably ex- 
pect to accompiish the defeat of any- 
one of the trio of ebony-hued stars 
who stand between him and the cov- 
eted championship.

TELLS OF BAD EFFECTS 
OF RIDING TIRES SOFT 


L. Greenwald, manager service de- 
partment of the Firestone Tire and 
Rubber company, says that when the 
tires are ridden soft there is too much 
action in the’ side wall, or hinge,

It might be well to mention 
that most of the advantage of a large 
tire is lost unless itis kept inflated 
tire is lost as otherwise it is only equiv- 
alent to the comparative air volume of 
a smalier size.

number of changes in the architec. 
ture of the residences of Atlanta. 
Formerly the old so-called Puritan 
type, with the front stoop, the small 
windows, and the small veranda were 
the vogue. Now everything is built 
for comfort, with large windows, 
roomy verandas, and high ceilings. 
The bungalow type is also in vogue 
at the present time. 

Fitzhugh Knox, besides building 
several of Atlanta’s costliest apart- 
ments, has gained quite a reputation 
as the “Bungalow King” of Atlanta. 
At the present writing he has more 
than a dozen in the course of con- 
struction, besides those which he has 
already completed in the past five 
months. 

This type of building seems to have 
taken a hold on Atlanta for good. 
There are many desirable qualities 
about them, the main one being the 
fow cost of aonstruction, consider- 
ing the finished structure. For fif- 
teen hundred dollars and up one Can 
have erected a dwelling which is clas- 
Sic in outline, durable in structure, 
and comfortable as well. 

Another popular type is the semi- 
colonial, which is very prevalent in 
Atlanta today. While as a.rule these 
cost more to construct than the bun- 
galows, yet there are a number go- 
ing up at the present time, in brick 
and terra cotta. 

Relative Value of Paving. 

Since Atlanta now ranks as one of 
the leading cities of the country, citi- 
zens are beginning to pay more atten- 
tion to its paving. Formerly there 
was a time when any kind of paving 
would do, just so it was durable. But 
with the advent of the motor vehicle 
using the pneumatic tire difficult prob- 
lems arose. 

Asphalt, considered by many the 
ideal paving material, has shown that 
under certain conditions it is not all that 
it is claimed to be, though as near 
the ideal as possible. In extremely 
warm -weather the surface becomes 
sticky from the heat of the sun’s ray? 
and heavy wagon wheels passing over 
it causes ridges to form. By midnight 
this has hardened again to a certain 
extent, and the early morning autols: 
finds that his tires are in for a good 
deal of cutting by these same ridges. 

Possiblv the time will come when a 
perfect surface will be obtained for 


asphalt. Chemists throughout the 
country are working on this problem 
today.

New York, August 16.—The cotton

Falk was a senatorial appointee, his 
home being at 115 East Liberty street. 
Savannah. Thurman was appointed 
from the sixth congressional district, 
and resides at Barnesville, Pike coun- 
ty. Both were popular while at the 
academy. 

According to the “Howitzer,” a yeor- 
book published by the cadets of the 
graduating class, Falk had the reputa- 
tion of being the “squarest man in the 
class,” and of “unswerving loyalty to 
Georgia.”

History of Georgia D. A. R. 


(Continued From Last Week.) 
An account will now be given 
some of the patriotic service rendered 
by the Daughters of the 
Revolution in Georgia. 

In the Spanish-American war Getr- 
Sia daughters showed their patriotisin 
supplying food and clothing fcr 
sick soldiers, and during six weeks an 
auxiliary hospital corps of daughters, 
headed by Mrs. Porter King, the state 
regent, served nearly 30,000 meals in 
the hospital at Fort McPherson. A 
notable part in the work was taken 
by Miss Julia McKinley, and she re- 
ceived from the Red Cross society a 
certificate in recognition of her ser- 
vices. 

Of incalculable value was work done 
by the Georgia daughters for the pre- 
vention and publication of important 
records of the Colonial and Revyolu- 
tionary and later periods in Georgia. 
Fire had destroyed a large series of 
manuscript volumes of Colonial 
ords of Georgia, which were 
made in England in 1838, and 
wards at a cost to the state of about 
$7,600. Valuable records of the Codlo- 
nial and Revolutionary periods in the 
state archives were mouldering 3:4 
becoming torn and illegible. Lists cf 
thousands of soldiers of the revolution 
were in this condition, but no co;n- 
plete copy had been printed. This in 
many instances made it difficult to 
learn whether a Georgia ancestor had 
served in the revolution, to prove 
his service. 

Through the efforts of Mrs. 
Peel, and at the joint expense 
Atlanta chapter (of which she was 
then a member) and the Piedmont 
chapter, these lists of soldiers w 
copied. Later Miss Margaret Harvey, 
of the Merion chapter, of Pennsvylva- 
nia (whose chapter house was on a 
site occupied by Georgia troops on 
thelr way to Valley Forge) became in- 
terested in the matter, and sent Mrs. 
Peel an additional list. Fhese lisis 
were deposited in the office of te 
Secretary of state, and copies were 
printed in the Smithsoman institure'’s 
report of D. A. R. work, and in Rev. 
George G. Smith's “Story of Georzia 
and the Georgia People.” A list 
200 soldiers who took part in the nat- 
tle of Kettle Creek was furnished 
by Mrs. T. M. Greene, of the Wilkes 
county (now Kettle Creek) chapter, cf 
Washington, Ga, Mrs. Greene had ts 
list printed and distributed to daugh- 
ters. Valuable Colonial records wee 
fcopied and printed at the expense cf 
the Savannah chapter, under the r-- 
gency of Mrs. Edward Karow, who 
took a great interest in the matter.

Credit for this result is due largely 
to the persistent efforts of Mrs. Park, 
year after year. Much information as 
to records in old counties was gathered 
by the records committee 
conference. Mrs. T. M. Green, of the 
committee, did much of this work. 
Miss Helen M. Prescott, an experien:ed 
genealogist, who for several years wis 
chairman of the records committ:e, 
visited a number of the old counties, 
and made numerous notes and extracts 
from the early records in behalf of 
her chapter, the Joseph Habershain, 
‘which has published them tn Volu:ne 
Ill of the historical collections of the 
‘Joseph Habersham chapter.

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Miss Rutherford’s Address 
Inthe Congressional Record

Extract from an address delivered 
by Miss Mildred Lewis Rutherford, 
historian general at the U. D. C. 2on- 
vention in Washington D. C., This ad- 


gressional Record, the first time in 
the history of the United States that 
a woman has been so honored. 

There comes to me a memory—the 
memory of our Dr. J. B. Lamar Curry, 
and what he said years ago, that his- 
tory as it is now written is most un- 
just to the south, and history, if ac- 
cepted as it is written, will consign the 
south to infamy. 

Who is responsible for the south’s 
unwritten history? Surely we cannot 
blame the northern historian. His duty 
is and was to record the facts as they 
are given to him; and if we of tie 
south have not given him these facts, 
how can we hold the historian of tne 
north responsible? The fault-we find 
with the northern historian, (of course 
there are a few exceptions,) is not £0 
much what he has said against us 2s 
what he has omitted to say. 

Unless we, Daughters of the Confea1- 
eracy, will look into this matter and 
see where the trouble lies, we will 
still have this history untrue to. us. 
As long as the book trust controls 
our board of education and the north- 
ern text-books continue to be used in 
the southern schools to the exclusion 
of southern text-books, we will rea''ze 
tht the history of the south will never 
be known to the coming generations. 

We cannot in the south compete 
with the north tn publishing houses. 
Therefore, we cannot sell books at +s 
small ‘a cost as they can be sold by 
northern publishers. This throws the 
responsibility upon the moneyed men 
of the south, who have not thought it 
worth while to spend their means in 
having publishing houses for southern 
text-books. We must not blame the 
manufacturer of the books at’ the 
north because he is pushing his in- 
terests in the matter of his books. You 
would do it and I would do it. 

No, Daughters of the Confederacy, 
too long have we been indifferent to 
this matter. Only within the last iif- 
teen or twenty years have we really 
awakened to the fact that our history 
has not beeen written. The iInstitu- 
tions of the south, especially the In- 
stitution of slavery, about which cl:ts- 
tered a civilization unique in the an- 
nals of history, have never been justly 
presented from the southern point of
